possession and it was noted to be the Organisationsbuch der Nazionale Deutsche 
Arbeiterspartei. Mr. RIZNIK noted that this book had stamped on the inside of the 
covering the following: "Property of the DeNazification Board 111, Room 213, 
Tk$ R»C. Peterson, Second Branch, Second Military Department, BN, Second European 
Civil Affairs. Division!? NELSON told RIZNIK he had obtained this book from an 
Army friend. In ordering the jacket he s tated he desired no epaulettes be 
placed on the shoulders.

An investigation was instituted by the Bureau in January, 1947, 
of the captioned organization in view of anonymous letters being sent by 
him to important personages v such as General Eisenhower, Mayor Hubert Humphrey, 
Jr., of Minneapolis, and President J. L. Morrill of the University pf Minnesota, 
These communications were extremely anti-Negro and anti-Semitic in character 
and all contained implied threats to the addressee. For example, in the letter 
to General Eisenhower it was demanded that he discharge all Jews, Negroes and 
Communists from the Armed Forces and that if the demand were refused this 
organization would create an Army which would be the true representative of 
the American people.

On April 4, 1947, latent fingerprints furnished by the St. Paul 

Office were identified by the Identification Division as belonging to Maynard 
Orlando Nelson, Army Serial Number 17109020. 

) y On April 24, 1947, a teletype was received from the St. Paul Office 

indicating that Minnesota State Officers had arrested the subject on the pre- 
vious day. He admitted in a signed statement that he had written the letters 
referred to above and that he had also sent letters to General Marshall, Presi- 
dent Trtiman, Senator Bilbo and Eepresentative Rankin. In a search of Itfelsen's 
office, State officials obtained a letter dated December 18, 1945, addressed 
to the subject from J. S^^ankin of the House of Representatives on stationary 
of the United States Committee on World Tfar Veterans Legislation, This letter 
expressed Bankings sincere thanks for the subject* a splendid letter of com- 
mendation on his stand in Congress vdLth regard to certain "vital questions. 11 
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In the letter Rankin stated, "I note you hope to be returned home soon. If 
and -when you are in Washington, I -will be glad to hsive you call at my office 
and let me shake your hand." 

The State Officers also obtained a rubber Democratic Nationalist Party 
stamp, DNP^ letterhead papers, posters containing anti- Jewish statements, a 
German Luger automatic and a tv/enty-five caliber pistol. Nelsen also admitted 
placing anti- Jewish and anti-Negro posters' on the campus of the University of 
Minnesota. 

Nelsen was placed under, s. $10,000 cash peace bond by the Minneapolis 
Municipal Court, with a six months' sentence stipulated if the bond was not 
made. Nelsen was given psychiatric tests at the General Hospital in Minneapolis 
and on May 15, 1947, he made his bond which had been reduced from* s ^10,000 to

By letter dated jfoly 3, 1947, the San Francisco Office advised that 
on July I, 1947, Mr* Eugen^|lock in charge of the Jewish Survey and B T nai 
B T rith community office in Sa^ Francisco, advised that Nelsen was presently a 
student at the University of California where he is engaged in Nazi activities. 
The San Francisco Office ascertained that Mr. Block had based his allegation 
upon" information received from a San Francisco tailor by the name of L$^£&znik,, 
who reported on June 2, 1947, that an individual appeared at his store and 
wished to order uniforms which he desired to be similar to those worn loy the * 
Nazis. At the time Nelsen called on this tailor, however, he wanted only one , 
jacket, which he wanted made as an exact copy of > one set forth in a Nazi hand- 
book. . The handbook which Nelsen had in his possession was noted to be the 
^Qrganisationsbuch der Nazionale Deutsche Arbeiterspartei. Ilr. Riznik also 
noted that this book had the following stamped on the inside of the cover, 
"Property of the DeNazification Board 111, Room 213, T4, H. C. Peterson, Second 
Branch, Second Military Department, BN, Second European Civil Affairs Division. 11 
Nelsen told Riznik he had obtained this book from an Anny friend. 

In ordering the jacket, Nelsen stated he desired no epaulettes on the 
shoulders. He left several sketches which BLznik believed Nelsen had made him- 
self of the jacket in question. He indicated that he might want six uniforms 
later of the 3ame type for members of a group he was forming. He gave his 
address as 171 Bryant Street, Palo Alto, California. 

The San Francisco Office has requested that a check be made with 
Army authorities to determine whether the above described handbook is actually 
Government property and whether it has been reported missing. The attached 
memorandum from Mr. Fitch to you dated August 1, 1947, indicates that this 
matter has been discussed with Colonel H..H. Mole of the Intelligence Division 
of the Yfar Department who has advised that he will check into this and attempt 
to obtain the desired information.

He 
ordered a replica of such a uniform to be made to his measurements, 
without the Nazi insignia of swastika or eagle and explained that he 
might want about six more of these for members of a group he was 
forming. He attempted to enlist then at Stanford tJhiversity, but 
failed. He then went to Palo Alto where he was boarding, going on 
next to Berkeley and becoming a summer session student at the University 
of California where he now is. * v 

I understand that this matter has already been r^ff erred to the F.B.I.

To my patriotic friends whom the race-pervert subversives call

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY OF TOE WORLD UNION OF 
FREE ENTERPRISE NATIONAL SOCIALISTS, ALSO 
KNOWN AS T HE GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 

In his book "This Time the World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL' identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP = WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leaders," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN' 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party t© be chartered in the State of Virginia, bat this request 
was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. This 
action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL'S 
party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19, 1983, a source advise t? that the AEP-TJFSNS 
was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1953, as an international "National Socialist" 
movement based on the German Nazi Party headed hy Adolf Hitler. He 
added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality in this 
party j that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews and 
Negroes 5 and that he is seeking, through speeches, distribution of 
literature and picketing, to establish a" cohesive and dominant 
political party in the United States and in foreign countries. 

On December 13, 1363, this source advised that in about 
September, 1960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American Nationalists 
(FAN) as a front group for the AKP although it has never been a 
separate organization. He said the FAN name is merely used on occasion 
instead of the ANP nazae and there are no separate officials for FAN, 
the FAN officials being identical with the ANP officials. He stated 
that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL has informed bias the-~FAN name was origin- 
naUy used as a device to attract supporters to his organization who 
might rebel at the use of the swastika and at being labeled as a Nazi. 

He added that the ANP has operated under the FAN name through- 
out' the country with the exception of a group operating, under the FAN 
name in Baltimore, Maryland. He said the FAN group in Baltimore is 
now, and always, has been, a separate organization and not a part of 
the ANP. 

On October 3, 1963, RICHARD BERRY NORTON, the admitted 
former director of the FAN group in Baltimore, Maryland, advised 
that the Baltimore FAN, which was organized in the Spring of 1961, 
has no official connection with the ANP although until December, 1962, 
it received all of its literature from GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL'S ANP.

On January 15, 1963, William Cody, then a li&fl&enant , 
ANP,- Chicago, advised that the Chicago headquarters of tfe' ANP 
controlled the activities of the organization in the States of 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 

A second source advised on February 6, 1963, that as of 
January 31, 1963, the Chicago unit of the ANP became known as the 
Midwest Division, ANP.

He stated 
his main activity with the National States Rights Party is 
to attack Communism, communist organizations and individuals, 
especially in the Chicago area. He stated that in this 
manner he expects to be introduced to the public which will 
serve his political ambitions culminating in his election 
as governor of the State of Illinois ten yeajsssfrom now under 
the National States Rights Party political label. 

Confidential sources two, three, and four were 
contacted on August 24, 24 and 23, 1964, respectively, and 
advised that they could furnish no information relative to 
M & N Associates. These sources have known Nelsen to write 
hate-type literature in the past but had no knowledge that 
he, Nelsen, typed the letter mentioned above as Qc2 or sent 
the letter to addressee in Qcl.

The decision of the Committee of Public Safety, established 

by the second Provincial Congress of Massachusetts in 

February, 1775* to occupy Charlestown and Dorchester Heights, 

led to the Battle of Bunker Hill* 

Sam Adams decisively influenced every important aspect of the 

pre-revolutionary struggle against' Great Britain© in the 

realm of practical politics, he promoted the formation of the 

Boston chapter of the Sons of Liberty. He gained a reputation 

as a literary agitator and revolutionary ideologist. The first 

pitched battle of the Revolution occurred when British troops, 

en route to Lexington to arrest Sam Adams, met the armed 

resistance of the local patriots. 

The historian, John Hyde Preston, in his book entitled 

REVOLUTION 1776 has this to say of Sam Adams: "Samuel Adams 

has a much clearer claim than-George Washington to the title 

of father of His Country* Adams was the father, Washington 

the nurse. Adams conceived the infant, and Washington saved 

its life.
